$75,000 IN 


Theft Occurs in Summer Home 
of Mrs. James McMillan at 
Manchester-by-the-Sea, Mass. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 4—Search contin- 
ues for jewels valued at more than $765,- 
000, owned by Mrs. James McMillan, wid- 
ow of United States Senator McMillan of 


Michigan, which were stolen from the 
summer home of the family, Eagle 
Head, in Manchester-py-the-Sea, Mass., 
under mysterious circumstances. 

The robbery occurred on the night of 
Aug. 7, and since that time two detective 
agencies have worked ceaselessly on 
clews which led to nothing until within 
the last weck. It was said today that 
there have been developments which in- 
dicate that an arrest will be made soon 
or the case dropped at the request of the 
family. 

T cMillan country home is an es- 
tate Of more than 200 acres. It is the 
gathering place during the summer of 
members of the family and many of 
their friends. Mrs. Preston Gibson of 
Washington, who began a suit for di- 
vorce last May, was visiting there at the 
time of the robbery. Mrs. McMillan is 
her grandmother. 

On the evening of Aug. 2 Mrs. Mc- 
Millan wore séveral pieces of jewelry, 
among them a pearl necklace, which 
is said to have been a gift of Senator 
McMillan, and which Mrs. McMillan 
habitually wore, never taking it off 
even at night. After dinner she com- 
plained of feeling tired and told her 
maid, Miss Beachy, that she would re- 
tire early. She went to her bedroom ace 
companied by the maid. 

For the first time in many years Mrs. 
McMillan decided she would remove the 
pearls from her neck and place them 
with her other jewels in a safe. It has 
been Miss Beachy’s duty for severa) 
years to attend to the safcty of her 
mistress’ jewels, and accordingly she 
placed the necklace and other pieces in 
the safe, on which she knew the com- 
bination. The safe is in a compartment 
of a large, carved wood cabinet, which 
stands in the bathroom opening off Mrs.

Leon Greenbaum Withdraws 
Through Conflict With Au- 
thorities Over His Teaching. 


Reports of friction in the First Church 
of Christ Scientist, King’s highway and 
McPherson avenue, which has brougat 
resignations trom at least 15 members 
were confirmed today by John Ashcroft, 
first reader. Leon Greenbaum, a healer 
at 4906 McPherson avenue, withdrew 
through a conflict with the church au- 
thorities, and the others have resigned 
in sympathy. a 

Greenbaum has announced that he has 
formed a new congregation which will 
meet temporarily in a hall he has rented 
at Taylor avenue and Olive street. He 
has been conducting Christian Science 
services at his home and the homes of 
some of his sympathizers. , 

Ashcroft said the trouble arose when 
Greenbaum set himself up as a Chris- 
tian Science teacher. The manual of 
the Mother Church at Boston provides 
that no person may be a teacher who 
has not received instruction from the 
metaphysical college the church main- 
tains in Massachusetts or has studied in 
Boston under the direct supervision of 
the Board of Education of the church. 

Such a person, Ashcroft said, received 
a certificate which entitled him to teach 
Without the certificate the Mother 
Church recognizes no person as a teach 
er and Greenbaum, according to Ash- 
croft, has no certificate. 

There is a difference between a teach- 
er and a-healer, Ashcroft explained. 
One may become a healer without qual- 
ifying as is required under the laws reg- 
ulating teachers. Greenbaum and his 
wife both were teaching until they were 
notified several weeks ago that they 
were violating the rules. 

Greenbaum refused to discuss the de- 
tails of the trouble further than to say 
it involved a matter of metaphysics 
which he considered too abstruse to be 
outlined in an interview. He said he 
was preparing a complete statement to 
be made public later. The question as 
to the interpretation of the provision in 
the manual as to the qualifications of a 
teacher, he intimated, was of minor im- 
portance. 

He declared that for some time a rup- 
ture in the Christian Science’ churches 
all over the country has been apparent. 
Sooner or later, he declared, it would 
affect all Scientists, one way or the 
other. Ashcroft, when told of this re- 
mark, said he had heard no murmurings 
of a prospective schism and seemed to 
think he would know something about 
it if an important one were imminent. 

It was reported at first that 59 mem- 
bers had resigned from First Church, 
but Ashcroft said only 15 resignations 
had been received.

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NEW GERMAN NOTE [SIR JOHN FRENCH TELLS 


N ARABIC CLOSER 
T0 AMERICAN VIEW 


Fails to Disavow Sinking of 
Ship, but Situation Is Not 
Considered Critical. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—Although 


Germany’s new note on the Arabic case 
is not entirely satisfactory to the Unit- 
ed States, the situation is not considered 
critical, it was stated today on high of- 
ficial authority a : 

The view held by the President and 
the State Department on the note, which 
was handed to Secretary Lansing Sat- 
urday by Count von Bernstorff, is that 
it is not specific enough on the points 
insisted on by tye President. These are 
a disavowal of the sinking, assurances 
that the act would not be repeated and 
proper reparation. 

Careful reading of the note has con- 
vinced administration officials that fur- 
ther negotiations are possible and that 
there is still reason to hope that Ger- 
many will in the end accede to the 
wishes of the United States. 

The note will not be answered for- 
mally immediately, but Secretary Lan- 
sing, at a conference, Jater this week, 
with the German Agnbassador, will in- 
form him of the points the United States 
wants cleared up. 

Germany’s position now, however, 
more nearly approaches the stand of 
the United States than it did in pre- 
vious notes on the same question. It 
is understood that the note gives satis- 


Pfactory assurances that Americans trav- 


eling on unarmed liners will not be en- 
dangered, but a @atisfactory disavowal 
of the sinking of the Arabic is not 
given. 

he note was the subject of a con- 
ference between President Wilson and 
Secretary Lansing last night. While of- 
ticlals decline to comment, in view of 
the confidential character of the nego- 
tiations, it became known today that 
Count von Bernstorff will be requested 
to come to Washington, when he wil! 
be made acquainted with the attitude of 
the Washington Government toward the 
communication, 

It was learned that Germany, after 
examining the evidence submitted by 
the United States, came to the conclu- 
sion that her submarine commander 
erred in assuming that the Arabic was 
intent on ramming the German sub- 
marine, which instead was steering to 
the rescue of the passengers on the 
British steamer Dunsley. This admis- 
sion of mistake would amount to a dis- 
avowal of the act, but the United States 
has insisted that disavowal must be ac- 
companied by an assumption of respon- 
sibility and liability, and that full rep- 
aration must be given for American 
lives lost.

COMMITTEE GIVES OUT 
DOCUMENTARY EVIDENCE 


OF ARMENIAN OUTRAGES 


Men, Women and Children, Slain, Robbed and 
Tortured and Many Died of Starvation 
on Long Marches to Desert. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 4—Documentary 
evidence of the atrocities inflicted. by 
the Turks upon the Armenians has 
been made public by the committee 
formed by Charles R. Crane, Cleveland 
H. Dodge,and others to investigate the 
facts of the Armenian massacres and 
which also is taking steps to aid suf- 
ferers. 

The committee states that the evi- 
dence was collected from sources that 
are unquestioned as to the veracity and 
authority of the writers, but that for 
obvious reasons their names can not be 
given and in most cases names of towns 
and cities must be concealed 

“The idea of direct attack and mas- 
sacre, carried out in former times,”’ 
says one authority, writing under date 
of Aug. 3, “has been altered somewhat 
in that the men and boys have been de- 
ported in great numbers, and disap- 
peared en route, and later on the wom- 
en and children have been made to fol- 
low. For some time stories have been 
prevalent from travelers arriving from 
the interior of the killing of males and 
of great numbers of bodies along the 
roadsides and floating in the Euphrates 
River: of the delivery to the Kurds, by 
the gendarmes accompanying the con- 
voys of women and children, of all the 
younger members of the parties; of un- 
thinkable outrages committed by gen- 
da¥mes and Kurds, and even the killing 
of many victims. At first these stories 
were not given much credence, but as 
many of the refugees are now arriving 
in * * ® no doubt longer remains of 
the truth of the matter.”’ 

Describing under date of June 20 the 
wholesale deportation of 26,000 Armenian 
inhabitants of Zeitoun to the Konieh re- 
gion, Aleppo and places in Mesopotamia, 
one writer says: 

‘Whole villages were deported at an 
hour’s notice, with no opportunity to 
prepare for the journey, not even in 
some cases to gather together the scat- 
tered members of the family, so many 
little children were left behind. 

‘In many cases the men were bound 
tightly together with ropes and chains. 
Women with little children in their arms 
were driven along under the whip like 
cattle.” 

Another writer tells of the cruel use of 
the bastinado in a certain prison where 
Armenians were held. 

“At the time of the Romans,” he 
writes ‘40 strokes were administered at 
the very most; in this place, however, 
200, 300, 500 and even 800 strokes were ad- 
ministered. A young man was beaten to 
death within the space of five minutes. 
Other methods were employed, too, such

as putting hot irons on the chest.”’ 

Another authority describes the use of 
the bastinado and fire torture in the ef- 
forts of the Turkish authorities in an 
unnamed town to extract information as 
to arms in the possession of the Armen- 
ians. ‘Telilng of the expulsion of the Ar- 
menian inhabitants, he writes: 

‘Many of the convicts of the prisons 
had been released and the mountains 
around were full of outlaws. The 
women believed that they were going to 
worse than death and many carried poi- 
son in their pockets to use if necessary.” 

From another Armenian town, an au- 
thority reports: 


“These poor exiles were mostly wom- |. 


en, children and old men and they were 
clubbed and beaten and lashed along as 
though they had been wild animals 
Many hundreds have died from starva- 
tion and abuse and nearly all are dying 
of starvation and thirst.” 

Recorded as ‘the testimony of the 
widow of » & barrowing story is 
given of the experience of a party of 
some 600 Armenians. She and her 
daughter escaped death by accepting 
the Mohammedan faith, she says. 

“We had- got only two hours away 
from home, when bands of villagers and 
brigands, with rifles, guns, axes, etc.. 
surrounded and robbed us of all we had. 
The gendarmes took my money and that 
from my daughter’s neck, also all our 
food. After this they separated the 
men, one by one, and shot them all, 
within six or seven days—every male 
above 15 years old. These bandsmen 
took all the good-looking women and 
carried them off on their horses, among 
them my sister, whose l-year-old baby 
they threw away. A Turk picked it up 
and carried it off. 

“At the banks of the Euphrates and 
in the Erzingian Plain, the mutilated 
bodies of women, girls and little chil- 
dren made everybody shudder. The 
‘bandsmen were doing all sorts of awful! 
deeds to the women and girls that were 
with us. At the Buphrates the bands- 
men and gendarmes threw into the river 
all the remaining children under 15 
vears of age. After seven days we 
reached ——. Not an Armenian was 
left alive there. The Turkish women 
took my daughter and me to the, bath 
and there showed us many other, wom- 
en and girls, who had accepted [alam. 
Between there and the flelds ‘and 
hillsides were dotted with corpses.”

CH. BAILEY DIES 
REALTY AGENT FOR 
NEARLY G0 YEARS 


| |Associates Say That Up to Few 


Years Ago He Averaged $6,- 
000,000 a Year in Sales. 


Charlies H. Bailey, who died yesterday 
afternoon at his home, 53 Westmoreland 


place, at the age of 75, had been in 


the real estate business in St. Louis al- 
most sixty years, had made a fortune in 
commissions and was looked upon as 
the most successful real estate agent in 
St. Louis. 


launching of big West End subdivision 
propositions.

within the city limits. Small subdi- 
visions did not appeal to him, although 
he laid out some of these. The big 
tracts that could be made over into ex- 
clusive residence gubdivisions appealed 
to his vision. 

When he felt that the time was ripe 
for converting pastures into city lots he 
went to the owner of the pasture land 
and obtained an option. Then he went 
to clients who had plenty of money and 
pointed out to them the growth of the 
city in the direction of that particular 
pasture land and asked them if they 
wanted in on a syndicate which would 
develop the property and place it on the 
market. 

Developed Parkview Tract. 

His clients had complete confidence in 
his judgment in such matters and were 
always willing to stake their money on 
the correctness of his estimate of the 
possibilities. The syndicate was organ- 
ized and the property subdivided and 
sold and he reaped his harvest or com- 
missions. 

The Parkview tract was developed by 
him and the clients he interested in it 
and was one of his most profitable deals. 
He was also identified with many impor- 
tant deals in the business section. 

Ae the eo, of the business cards and 
his letter heads and other printed mat- 
ter was always “1856,” the year in 
which his business career began. 

Bailey had as clients most of the old 
St. Louis families. He organized the 
syndicate which purchased and laid out 
the Catlin tract, whick was afterward 
sold to an Eastern syndicate for $1,000,- 
000. 

He was the agent for 
place when that was the most exclusive 
residence place in the city and sold 
every lot in it twice, and some of the 
lots three times. His own home was in 
Vandeventer place up to two years ago. 

He sold at auction the lots on Lindell 
Loulevard, from Sarah stret to Euclid 
avenue, when the boulevard was first 
laid out, 

He sold the Lindell Hotel twice. His 
business associates say his sales, up to 
three years ago, averaged $6,000,000 a 
year, on which his commissions were 
about $75,000 a year. His last important 
sale was of the Benoist Building, from 
Conde Benoist to Louis Aloe, in 1912. Al- 
though the Junior Realty Co. was incor- 
porated in 1899 to carry on the business, 
Bailey was at the office of the company 
every day until ill health compelled him 
a few months ago to give up active 
business life. 

He made varied investments from his 
very large income, but throughout his 
business career it was rather as an 
agent than as an investor that he made 
his largest gains. He formerly owned, 
however, considerable property aroun 
the old St. Louis Fair Ground and daid 
out tracts including Bailey, Grand, Kos- 
suth and Peck avenues and Grove 
strett. He was one of the founders of 
the Mississippi! Valley Trust Co. and 
was a stockholder in six other local 
banks. 

The illness which caused his death be- 
gan in the summer when he was at his 
summer home at Jamestown, R. I. After 
his return to St. Louis he was for a 
time at Barnes Hospital. Death was 
due to a complication of diseases. 

He is survived by his wtfe, Mrs. Eliza. 
beth Bailey; a sister, Mrs. Emma Wa- 
ters, who lives in Paris, and two orphan 
grandchildren, Frances and Marian 
Smith, 16 and 14 years old, who are ex- 
pected ultimately to inherit the estate. 
Their father, Irwin Smith, who was as- 
sociated in business with Batley, died 
two years ago, leaving an estate of 
about $1,000,000. Their mother died about 
seven years 

Bailey was born in St. Louis. me 
served in the Union army and rose to 
the rank of Captain and Quartermaster. 

The funeral will be held from the resi- 
dence at 10 a. m. tomorrow. Interment 
at Bellefontaine Cemetery will be pri, 
vate.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 4.—A plan to 


hold a Democratic State convention for 
the purpose of eliminating from the next 


primary campaign the members of the 


administration who are candidates 


for nontinatien tor governor and 


other State offices is being consid- 


ered by members or the Democratic 


State Committee, {it became known here 
today. 

It is known that the plan has been @is- 
cussed- by Speaker Clark, Ssnators Reed 
and Stone and Chairman McClung of the 
State Committee. 

The leaders, it is said, while believing 
that such a convention would be for the 
benefit of the State, hesitate openly to 
back the movement for fear that they 
would be accused of attempting to evade 
the primary law. 

The plan is that a convention be 
held to select a State ticket for 
the primary. An attempt is to be 
made to get all prospective Gandi- 
dates to agree to leave the field to the 
winner fn the convention, but the plan 
is to hold the convention even if the 
candidates do not agree. 

The leaders believe that any.candidate 
who goes into the primary with the in- 
iorsement of a tonvention composed of 
representatives from every county in the 
State, selected in the old convention 
manner, would, win over others who 
would oppose him. 

McClung Said to Oppose Plan. 

They do not believe they would have 
difficulty in getting Secretary of State 
Cornelius Roach, one of the most ac- 
tive candidates, to agree to the plan. 
but they doubt that Attorney-General] 
Barker would go into it. 

It is understood here that Speaker 
Clark and Senators Stone and Reed 
are agreeable to the convention plan, 
but that Chairman McClung op- 
posed to. it. It is thought sig- 
nificant that although McClung called 
a meeting of the State . Commit- 
tee in St. Joseph Friday, he was 
not in St. Joseph and less than a quo- 
rum of the committee was there. The 
call was so worded that some members 
of the committee concludef that there 
was no business of sufficient importance 
tor them to attend. If the meeting had 
been held the convention plan would 
have been called up for discussion, if 
not to be immediately acted upon. 

The convention plan probably would 
eliminate McClung as a candidate for 
State Treasurer. It is also thought it 
would eliminate all the candidates for 
Governor except Supreme Judge Graves, 
and that it would eliminate John P. 
Gordon as a candidate for re-election as 
State Auditor... The convention would 
name candidates for all offices. 

The members of the State Committee 
have been informed of the plan with the 
instructions to discuss it with the mem- 
bers of the county committees so that 
they will be prepared to act when the 
plan is formally proposed at some future 
meeting of the State Committee. 

The Action of such a convention would 
not legally be binding, but it probably 
vculd have great weight in a primary.

It is known that the plan has been @is- 
cussed by Speaker Clark, Ssnators Reed 
and Stone and Chairman McClung of the 
State Committee, 

The leaders, it is said, while believing 
that such a convention would be for the 
benefit of the State, hesitate openly to 
back the movement for fear that_ they 
would be accused of attempting to evade 
the primary law. 

The plan is that a convention be 
held to select a State ticket for 
the primary. An attempt is to be 
made to get all prospective Gandi- 
dates to agree to leave the field to the 
winner fn the convention, but the plan 
is to hold the convention even if the 
candidates do not agree. 

The leaders believe that any .candidate 
who goes into the primary with the in- 
tiorsement of a tonvention composed of 
representatives from every county in the 
State, selected in the old convention 
manner, would. win over others who 
would oppose him. 

McClung Sald to Oppose Plan. 

They do not believe they would have 
difficulty in getting Secretary of State 
Cornelius Roach, one of the most ac- 
tive candidates, to agree to the plan. 
but they doubt that Attorney-General 
Barker would go into it. 

It is understood here that Speaker 
Clark and Senators Stone and Reed 
are agreeable to the convention plan, 
but that Chairman McClung op- 
posed to. it. lt is thought sig- 
nificant that although McClung called 
a meeting of the State . Commit- 
tee in St. Joseph Friday, he was 
not in St. Joseph and less than a quo- 
rum of the committee was there. The 
call was so worded that some members 
of the committee concluded that there 
was no business of sufficient importance 
for them to attend. If the meeting had 
been held the convention plan would 
have been called up for discussion, if 
not to be immediately acted upon. 

The convention plan probably would 
eliminate McClung as a candidate for 

State Treasurer. It is also thought it 
would eliminate all the candidates for 
Governor except Supreme Judge Graves, 
and that it would eliminate John P. 
Gordon as a candidate for re-election as 
State Auditor.. The convention would 
name candidates for all offices. 

Lhe members of the State Committee 
have been informed of the plan with the 
instructions to discuss it with the mem- 
bers of the county committees so that 
they will be prepared to act when the 
plan is formally proposed at some future 
meeting of the State Committee. 

The Action of such a convention would 
not legally be binding, but it probably 
vculd have great weight in a primary.

LONDON, Oct. 4.—As illustrating the 
difficult and desperate character of the 
fighting in the Dardanelles, at the same 
time paying tribute to the fighting qual- 


ities and heroism of both Australian and 
Turk, Capt. E. W. Dean, official press 
representative with the Australian 
forces, sends a belated description of’ 
the “‘glorious charge’ of two Australian 
light horse brigades (dismounted) at An- 
zac. 

The attack of these two brigades (full 
strength 1600 men) occurred at a spot) 
where natural obstacles made success 
impossible, but the movement was re- 
garded as necessary in order to draw 
Turkish troops away from points where 
real advances could be made success- 
fully.. Only one man in six of the Aus- 
tralians who left the trenches got back 
safely. 

The two scaling ladders they carried 
with them are lying out there in the 
scrub, about half way to the enemy 
trenches, and there are a number of 
tumbled little heaps of that .dull-soup- 
colored Austrian khaki which is ths 
hallmark of unrecorded heroism. on 
every field on this peninsula. 

No Victosia Crosses. 

“You can piece together a few simple 
Aeductions to the details,” he says. 
‘There are no Victoria crossee, here 
are no birthday honors, but I know just 
this, that for sheer self-sacrificeing 
heroism, there never was a deed of his- 
tory that surpassed the charge which 
the two Australian light horse brigades 
made in the first fight of Saturday, 
Aug. 7, in order to help their comrades 
in a critical moment of a great battle.”’ 

After describing the preliminary bom- 
bardment of the Turkish position by ar- 
ullery, which lasted B half hour, Capt. 
Dean tells of the actual infantry ad- 
vance which really consisted of sep- 
arate gharges on three sides of irregu- 
lar shaped ridges, abreast of which the 
Turks had planted infantry defense 
works. In the first of these movements 
the second line men were ordered to 
udvance two minutes after the first line, 
the third line coming along after another 
Z minutes. The orders were opeyed as 
if by a machine, although every man 
knew death was almost certainly await- 
ing him at the top of his own parapet,

PENNSYLVANIA U. 
TRUSTEE SIDES 
WITH DR. NEARING 


Member Dropped From Faculty 


Is Upheld in Controversy 
Over Free Speech Rights. 


By Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 4.-—Dr. Scott 
Nearing, in a statement, denies in sub- 
stance an open letter made public yes- 
terday by Dr. J. William White, trus- 
tee of the University of Pennsylvania, 
approving #he action taken by the trus- 
tees of the institution not renewing 
Dr. Nearing’s relations to the univer- 
sity as assistant professor ef econoin- 
ics. Dr. Nearing declares that Dr. 
White is wrong in most of his premises. 
Dr. Nearing says: 

“When ‘lay audiences’ before which 
most of my public lectures have been 
given, fall mainly into four groups— 
teachers, women's clubs, churches and 
labor unions. I do not know which of 
these audiences Dr. White believes to 
be ‘quite unfit to appreciate or digest’ 
my views. 

“I have not advocated ‘re-distribution 
of property,’ ruthless or otherwise. I 
have talked only about the just distri- 
bution of income. 

“I do net believe and have never in- 
Eisted upon ‘the personal iniquity of 
those who live on incomes derived even 
from their own savings,’ nor that I 
thought ‘that the alternative of Work 
or starvation shou'd be presented even 
to the old, the feeble and the diseased.’ 

Child Labor aud Poverty. 

“IT was asked by the provost not to 
talk against child labor and poverty, 
as ‘such agitation hurts the university.’ 
I know of no other advice to which 
Dr. White can refer. 

“Neither the board nor the provost, 
nor any officer of the board has offerel 
me a continuance of salary. Obviously, 
therefore, I never ‘declined to accept 
the help proferred.’ 

“Inquiry would have shown Dr. White 
that the title ‘professor’ was added by 
the editors of a magazine, who, like 
most people outside of academic cigcles, 
refer to all university teachers as ‘pro- 
fessors,” and further that the momen: 
the error appeared I had it corrected 
in the later articles of the series. 

“Dr. White lays great stress on 4a 
statement of mine regarding private cn- 
dowments to public educational institu- 
tions. He does not note that this state- 
ment was reported to have been ma.le« 
by me in July, 1915. My connection with 
the university ceased in June. It is 
presumably copied from the reprint of 
a news story based on a public lecture 
given in July, 1915. Such a news story 
does not pretend to be a verbatim report 
of my remarks. Prior to July, 1915, lL 
never made any public utterance regard- 
ing private endowments. 

“I find in Dr. White’s entire letter no 
other important statement of fact re- 
garding me. It is+ upon these state- 
ments, whose @ccuracy I have ques- 
tioned, that Dr. White Quilds his argu- 
ment in justification of the action tak- 
en by the board last June.” 

Upholds Dr. Nearing. 

Wharton Barker, a trustee of the uni- 
versity, made public a !etter which he 
sent to George Wharton Pepper, an- 
other member of the board of trustees, 
upholding Dr. Nearing’s side of the con- 
troversy. 

Barker said the university had no 
right to attempt to censor Dr. Near- 
ing’s remarks made in public speeches 
and that Dr. Nearing’s dismissal could 
be regarded ‘“‘only in the light of an at- 
tempt on the part of the trustees to 
choke off free speech among the mem- 
bers of the faculty.’’ 

Barker also announced that at the 
next meeting of the board he would in- 
troduce a resolution ‘‘which was to 
place the trustees on record either for 
or against the sentiment expressed by 
the late Thomas Hurley, rector of Aber- 
deen University, who said: “‘Universities 
should be places in which thought is free 
from all fetters.’’

As for. that 
anomalous and unloved biped, the cho- 
rus man, there is not so much as a false 
note or a mismatche,, fair of cuff but- 
cons to suggest him. And he is not 
missed. 

Rlossom adapted “The Only Girl’ from 
“Our Wives,’’ a comedy by Frank Man- 
del. Without knowing the ratio of 
adaptation to originality in this case, 
one can say that the librettist chose his 
theme well and that the seams of duai 
authorship have been so joined that 19 
impression of patcnwork is given. The 
plot is net of the sort which keeps an 
audience in suspense. It is rather of 
the sort which convinces by obviousness. 
Such a plot requires clever situations, 


and this requirement is well met. 


Feminine Foibles Featured. 
The story is that of a librettist. who 


is one of a bachelor quartet. Hig three 
comrades marry at about the same time 
and the first gathering of their wives, 
at the studio of the surviving bachelor, 
is a@ merry criss-cross of jealousies and 
misunderstandings. The bachelor en- 
joys his friends’ discomfiture, but not 
so much as he would enjoy it if the 
“only girl” had not already made her 
appearance for him. She is a composer. 
and he, being a ‘“‘woman-avoider,” has 
reluctantly engaged her as his collabo- 
rator after he had been charmed by one 
of her compositions, floating in at. his 
window from her adjoining apartment. 
In composing this air, Victor Herbert 
had to do what he did in “The Sere- 
rade,” namely, $0 make a tune which 
would be recognized, whenever it should 
be heard in the course of the play, by 
everyone who has any discernment 
whatever as to tunes. If the air be- 
comes a popular favorit as that of 
“The Serenade” did, so m<ch the bet- 
ter. Perhaps this one will—but the taine 
which my ears carried away was not 
this central and oft-repeated air, but 
the “Equal Rights” trio in the last act, 
which is a daintily piping bit of har- 
mony. Some male quartet work of the 
college type appears in the bachelor 
scene. Fourteen musical thumbers are 
distributed through the three -acts, 
To return to the plot, it all quite ob- 
viously leads up to this—that the com- 
poser shall throw her pretty self at the 
librettist’s head. This is hardly what 
would be called a great dramatic op- 
portunity for so attractive a young 
woman as Miss Wilda Bennett. In fact, 
the part of the wife of the librettist’s 
tall Scotch friend, McMurray, is a more 
exacting one, and Vivian Wessell takes 
it very satisfactorily. Thurston Hall, 
who takes the librettist'’g@ part, is a for- 
mer Suburban Garden |! ing man, and 
he made a pleasing central figure.

A WAR ILLUSION DISSIPATED. 


on the western line, one of its permanent effects 
must be greatly to lessen the German sense of 
security and greatly to modify the German con- 
duct of the war. 

With two of the most powerful nations of the 
earth, England and France, assembling almost 
their entire might on the west—asaisted by a 
third, Belgium—Germany was content to divide 
her army and leave the much smaller moiety of 
it to oppose them. It seemed even impudent in 
its daring, but that in this as in other respects 
she had calculated correctly has been shown for 
more than a year. She relied on the security of 


that now count for as much as men in battle. 

The new drive of the allies, however, adds an- 
other to the illusions which this war has dissipat- 
ed. At Liege, at Namur, at Maubeuge, at many 
places in Galicia and Poland, it had been shown 
that fortifications, no matter how strong, cannot 
stand against modern high-explosive projectiles. 

Now a further thing has been shown. Trenches 
are no more tnvulnerable than forts embodying 
the most formidable handiwork of engineering 
skill. 

Given sufficient guns of proper type, high ex- 
plosive ammunition in unstinted quantities and 
men proportioned to the task, contrete trenches 
protected with barbed-wire barriers and defend- 
ed with Maxims and swarming with trained 
troops can be stormed with comparative ease. 

What disquiet this may bring to Germany and 
how much it may affect her well-matured plan of 
Warring can be appreciated by recalling the 
events of the past year. If her own attempts in 
the west convinced her that she could not carry 
the allies’ trenches without losses too great to be 
thought of, they,also satisfied her that the allies 
could not carry her trenches without ruinous sac- 
rifices. She has continued since Sept. 12, 1914, 
to “kite military checks,” as the Washington 
Times calle it—to shuttle masses of men back and 
forth between the eastern and western fronts, ac- 
cording as they were needed. 

Now, for a country vastly outnumbered and 
surrounded by enemies, this is practically the 
only recourse—to leave a thin line, in such dé 
fensive security as can be provided them, to op- 
pose greater forces while she assembles prepon- 
derating forces against an enemy somewhere 
else. But if the thin line can no longer be left 
in the former security of defense in trenches— 
if indeed they are abandoned to certain peril in 
the presence of a resourceful enemy in greater 
number—with superior artillery—what resource 
is left to strategy? 

What invulnerable substitute can German in- 
genuity provide for the vulnerability of trenches‘ 
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Fare forth to the Fair! 
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THE PASSING OF TIPPERARY.

ene died 10 years ago.”. 
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EXTERMINATING THE ARMENIANS. 
No general denials, no diplomatic evasions can 


offset the careful investigation made by the Amer- 
ican committee on Armenian atrocities. From be- 
ginning to end its report is based on the testimony 
of witnesses for whom the committee vouches. . 

For six months the Turks have carried on a 
campaign of race extermination in Asia Minor. 
In cold blood they have plundered and murdered 
Armenians, here and there offering the offictal 
prétext of “military necessity.” Wherever there 
were Armenian populations their homes have been 
sacked and they have been driven into exile, help- 
less and starving. Mothers and infnts, girls 
and old people, by tens of thousands, have been 
herded like beasts, left to perish by the wayside 
or to die of neglect after their removal from 
their villages. The non-Moslem men for the most 
part had already been impressed into the Turkish 
army to fight the Russians, and by way of return 
their families have been scattered, their women 
and girls subjected to outrage and the young, sick 
and aged left without means of subsistence. 

In all the history of Turkish brutality there 
has been no blacker chapter than the atrocities 
inflicted upon the Armenians since last April. 
Back of it all is the deliberate policy of the Turk- 
ish Government to wipe out a people differing 
in race and religion with their rulers. The mili- 
tary and local officials are executing the ordefts 
received from Constantinople with the — 
of savages. 

The world has had frequent reminders of the 
fanatic cruelty of the Turk toward the Christian 
populations in the Ottoman Empire. But what 
will ft say to Germany’s condoning Turkey’s guilt 
in the present instance? As the Power that 
brought Turkey into the war, that has dominated 
the Turkish Government and dictated its policies, 
and that prepared the way for the Armenian 
atrocities, Germany should have something te 
sny different from Von Bernstorff’s virtual ap- 
proval of the outrage called a military necessity. 
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Allies bonds and German bonds are both on 
sale in St. Louis, and neutrals are investing.

So delicious was his meat, and so hazardous 
the sport of hunting lim, that all the huntsmen 
of Europe considered the Russian game season 
as the climax of enjoyment...

that gives it its bad reputation. 
Now as a fact these natural and strong 
cravings in human beings always mean 
something worth thinking about. 

They are the crystallized results of 
hundreds ef generstions, and they are 
perfectly normal and natural instincts. 

Sugar is necessary. The real harm 
done by candy eating is that it is as 
a rule eaten at the wrong time It 
should never be eaten between meals, 
for it has the effect of depriving the 
child of an appetite for his next meal, 
which probably he needs a great deal 
more than he needs an overdose of 
sugar. 

But if eaten at the end of a meal— 
after being satisfied with nourishin< 
fcod—no harm is likely to follow, 2s 
only a small quantity of candy will then 
be wanted. ‘ 

Great alarms have been raised by 
some regarding the adulterations of 
candy. But glucose is not more un- 
wholesome than cane sugar—only 
cheaper. The coloring matte in candv 
is used in such small quantities that 
in the amount of candy a normal per- 
son might manage to eat, ft would do 
him little or no harm. In fact, tf candy 
hurts children it is surely the fault of 
the unwise parents, and not of the 
canéy.

A solution 
of bicarbonate of soda in;the bath will 
cure prickly heat in a mild form. if 
the case is severe the solution should 
be mopped over the affected areas as 
frequently as their state of irritatioa 
seems to demand. ; 

In the meantime it is necessary to 
keep as quiet and cool as possible and 
to eat no heating foods. If these rules 
are carried out a case may be cured in 
a day or two. External use of bismuth 
mixed with talcum powder also relieves 
the itching.
